of the law weave the net about him. 
W hen one group of men take the law into their own hands, it 


encourages others to do it tor any reason that looks good to them. 


Ii one mob lynches a man for rape, others will lynch a man for theft, ^ 


for taking some man s job, or tor expressing contrary political opinions, j 


W ere lynchings to become common, all the boasted liberty of thL t 


country would be a farce. The criminals and the law breakers would 


be the real rulers, th e y would terrorize courts and legislators and 


adm inistrators. 
Life and property would not be safe. 
Peaceful anc 


innocent men would have to submit to the rough, and violent. 
Lynch­ 


ing leads the way to anarchy, and is an expression of bolshe\ist spirit. 


It will injure any state or community that tolerates it.
